Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits that the COUNT(i) does not 
refer to counted packets or a measured number of packet data and further submits that there is no measured amount of packets 
compared to a threshold in Gland. As stated in the office action dated 05/03/2007, Examiner posits it is not unreasonable to correlate 
COUNT(i) to a measured number of packet data. As seen from columns 14 lines 45-52, it clearly states of counters for computing the 
total number of red/green packets and figure 5A further shows of Count(i) being compared to a threshold. Thus Examiner correlates the 
teaching of Galand to measuring a total number of packets data for a period of time (col8 lines 1-10, col14 lines 45-49, col15 lines 1-9 and 
figure 5a) as Galand clearly states a counter for computing the total number of packets. Column 8 lines 8-10 further clearly states that the 
COUNT(i) derived from the amount of packets received is compared to a threshold.. 
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
